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Arlington  House  was  restored  by  Act  of 


Congress  and  is  maintained  by  the  Quartermaster 


Corps,  under  the  direction  of  Hie  Secretary  of  War. 
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George  Washington  parke  custis,  the  builder  of  Arlington 

House,  was  the  only  grandson  of  Martha  Washington.  His  father,  John 
1  arke  Custis,  dying  of  “camp  fever”  after  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  he  was  adopted 
in  infancy  by  the  Washingtons  to  be  brought  up  at  Mount  Vernon. 

In  1802,  at  the  age  ol  21,  he  began  the  construction  on  his  estate  at  Arlington  of 
a  home  in  which  to  install  the  legacy  of  his  grandmothei  -  furniture  and  pictures, 
plate  and  china  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  more  precious  still,  personal  cifects  of 
Washington.  Two  years  later,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Lee  Eitzhugh  of  Chatham. 

The  plans  for  the  mansion  were  drawn,  in  all  probability,  by  the  owner  himself. 
Bricks  were  manufactured  on  the  place,  timbers  cut  from  the  1,100  acres.  The  old¬ 
est  part  of  the  structure  is  the  north  wing,  once  a  dwelling  complete  in  itself,  with  a 
hipped  roof.  The  two  wings  are  identical,  except  that  in  the  north  wing  the  space 
corresponding  to  the  state  dining-room  in  the  south  was  divided  into  small  rooms 
for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Custis,  while  the  rest  of  their 
house  was  building.  1  hese  chambers  they  continued  to  occupy  for  fifty  years. 
1  he  stately  parlor  intended  for  the  north  wing  was  never  achieved,  though  a 
chimney-breast  juts  into  the  narrow  hall  to  testify  to  the  architect’s  design. 

I  he  completion  of  the  mansion  was  slow  of  accomplishment.  Mr.  Custis, 
though  the  lord  of  great  properties,  found  himself  land  poor  and  slave  poor.  To 
him,  as  to  others  of  the  best  type  of  Virginia  planter,  the  sale  of  a  slave  was  ab¬ 
horrent.  He  supported  an  army  of  retainers  whose  natural  increase  was  a  liability 
rather  than  an  asset,  in  his  will,  following  the  example  of  his  guardian,  he  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  gradual  emancipation  of  all  his  slaves.  For  years,  Mrs.  Custis  de¬ 
voted  herself  to  teaching  the  negroes,  to  prepare  them  for  freedom. 

Again  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  foster  father,  the  master  of  Arlington 
applied  himself  seriously  to  the  improvement  of  agriculture.  By  the  breeding  of 
fine  merino  sheep,  he  sought  to  demonstrate  America’s  possibilites  as  a  great  wool- 
producing  country,  but  his  efforts  resulted  in  little  pecuniary  gain  either  to  America 
or  to  himsell.  Ready  money,  for  whatever  purpose,  was  hard  to  come  by,  though 
the  C  ustises  lacked  no  other  element  of  gracious  living. 

An  article  by  B.  J.  Lossing,  historian  and  artist,  in  “Harper’s  Magazine”  of 
September,  1853,  gives  a  picture  of  Arlington  in  its  glory: 

“The  mansion  occupies  a  very  commanding  site  upon  the  brow  of  an  ele¬ 
vation  more  than  three  hundred  feet  above  the  tide-water  of  the  Potomac, 
and  half  a  mile  from  its  shore.  The  building  is  of  brick,  and  presents  a  front, 
with  the  center  and  two  wings,  of  one  hundred  and  forty  feet.  The  grand 
portico,  which  has  eight  massive  Doric  columns,  is  sixty  feet  in  front,  and 
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twenty-five  in  depth.  It  is  modeled  after  the  Temple,  of  Theseus  at  Athens. 
In  front,  sloping  toward  the  Potomac,  is  a  fine  park  of  two  hundred  acres, 
dotted  with  groves  of  oak  and  chestnut,  and  clumps  of  evergreens;  and  behind 
it  is  a  dark  old  forest,  with  patriarchal  trees  bearing  many  centennial  honors, 
and  covering  six  hundred  acres  of  hill  and  dale.  I’ll  rough  a  portion  of  this  is 
the  sinuous  avenue  leading  up  to  the  mansion.  From  the  portico  a  brilliant 
panorama  is  presented.  The  Capitol,  Executive  Mansion,  Smithsonian  Insti¬ 
tute,  the  growing  magnificent  Washington  Monument,  and  almost  every 
house  in  the  federal  city  may  be  seen  at  a  glance  from  this  point,  while  between 
them  and  Arlington  flows  the  bright  flood  of  the  Potomac. 


“At  the  foot  of  the  wooded  slope,  near  the  bank  of  the  river,  is  Arlington 
Spring,  so  well  known  to  picnic  parties  who  come  there  from  Washington, 

Georgetown,  and  Alexandria  during  the  warm  season . 

“Actuated  by  that  generous  hospitality  which  is  everywhere  prevalent  in 
the  South,  Mr.  Custis  erected  several  years  ago  various  structures  for  the 
accommodation  of  visitors  to  Arlington  Spring.  He  built  a  wharf  for  conven¬ 
ient  landing;  a  storeroom;  a  kitchen;  a  dining  hall,  sixty  feet  in  length;  and 
a  saloon  of  the  same  dimensions  for  dancing  in . All  that  is  asked  in  re¬ 

turn  is  a  reciprocation  of  the  kind  feeling  which  makes  every  class  of  respect¬ 
able  citizens  most  cordially  welcome.  A  little 
boat,  called  the  G.  W.  P.  Custis,  plies  between 
the  neighboring  cities  and  Arlington  Spring, 
during  the  warm  season;  and  almost  every 
day  parties  of  from  fifty  to  two  hund¬ 
red  are  seen  there.  It  is  estimated  that 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  of 
1852,  more  than  twenty  thousand  4^, 

people  visited  Arlington  Spring.”  .'JP 
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Mr.  Custis’  talents  were  many  -  musical,  literary  and  artistic.  His  most  im¬ 
portant  avocation  was  painting,  his  ambition  being  to  record  with  historical  fidelity 
the  principal  battles  of  the  Revolution.  Though  his  execution  seldom  equalled  his 
conception,  his  compositions  had  the  merit  of  truth,  since  they  were  founded  on 
Washington’s  own  description  of  the  scenes.  The  “Washington  at  Yorktown” 

Custis  himself  considered  the  most  accurate  representation  of  the  General  ever 
put  on  canvas. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  incidents  in  the  history  of  Arlington 
House  was  the  visit  in  1824  of  General  Lafayette,  whose  rever¬ 
ence  for  the  memory  of  Washington  matched  that  of  his  host. 
It  is  related  that  on  entering  he  remarked  immediately  the  iron 
lantern  in  the  hall,  which  he  remembered  at  Mount  Vernon. 
I  he  view  from  the  portico  he  pronounced  unrivalled,  entreating 
Mrs.  Custis  never  to  sacrifice  any  of  the  fine  trees.  In  honor  of 
the  Revolutionary  hero,  Washington’s  war  tent  was  pitched  on 
the  lawn  and  here,  according  to  tradition,  General  Lafayette 

stood  to  receive  the  respectful  homage  of  the  Custis  friends  and 
neighbors. 

The  only  child  of  the  house,  Mary  Ann  Randolph  Custis, 
married  in  1831  a  son  of  the  distinguished  Lees  of  Stratford. 
The  ceremony  uniting  her  to  Lieutenant  Robert  E.  Lee  was  per- 
foimed  under  a  lloral  bell  hung  in  the  archway  between  the 
family  dining-room  and  parlor.  (See  picture  of  arch  on 
^  ■— next  Pa8e-)  Much  of  Mrs.  Lee’s  married  life  passed  at 

1  iw  1  of  her  girlhood,  sometimes  in  company  with 

her  husband,  sometimes  in  awaiting  his  return  from  the 
Mexican  War,  or  from  distant  stations.  Their  seven 
children  were  all  born  here.  During  one  of  his  sojourns 
at  Arlington  Captain  Lee’s  engineering  skill  installed 
furnace  heat,  a  startling  innovation  in  a  country  house 
of  the  period. 

By  the  will  of  George  Washington  Parke  Custis 
(who  died  in  1857,  having  outlived  his  wife)  the  estate 
of  Arlington  was  bequeathed  to  his  daughter  for  her 
lifetime,  and  afterwards  to  his  eldest  grandson  and 
namesake.  1  he  heirlooms  are  specifically  mentioned: 

“  1  he  Mount  Vernon  plate,  together  with  every 
article  which  I  possess  relating  to  Washington  and 
that  came  from  Mount  Vernon  is  to  remain  at 
Arlington  House  with  my  daughter  during  said 
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daughter’s  life  and  at  her  death  to  go  to  George  Washington  Custis  Lee  and  to 

descend  from  him  entire  and  intact  to  my  latest  posterity.” 

Early  in  the  Civil  War,  Federal  troops  were  ordered  to  the  heights  of  Arlington, 
this  ridge  being  inevitably  a  key  position  in  the  defenses  of  the  capital.  After  the 
departure  of  her  husband  for  Richmond,  Mrs.  Lee  had  endeavored  to  remove  her 
possessions  to  another  family  home  at  Ravensworth,  but  haste  compelled  the 
abandonment  of  much.  Upon  the  appointment  of  General  MacDowell  to  command 
the  Federal  forces,  he  sent  the  Washington  relics  to  the  safety  of  the  Patent  Office, 
unfortunately  not  before  some  of  the  pieces  had  disappeared.  Eventually  the  col¬ 
lection  was  restored  to  George  Washington  Custis  Lee.  Some  of  the  articles  the 
Lee  family  has  returned  to  Mount  Vernon,  while  others  have  been  permitted  to 
remain  in  the  National  Museum.  Of  the  pictures  and  furnishings  saved  by  Mrs. 
Lee,  part  are  at  Washington  and  Lee  University  and  part  are  the  property  of  her 
descendants. 

By  executive  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  January  6,  1864, 
the  entire  Arlington  tract  of  1,100  acres  more  or  less  was  “selected  for  government 
use  for  war,  military,  charitable  and  educational  purposes”  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  Congress,  June  7, -1862  and  February  6,  1863.  Ordered  sold  for  taxes, 
the  property  was  bid  in  for  the  United  States  at  a  price  of  $26,800. 

Mrs.  Lee  having  died  in  1873,  a  suit  contesting  the  legality  of  the  tax  sale  and 
seeking  to  recover  the  estate  was  instituted  by  the  residuary  legatee,  G.  W.  C.  Lee. 
His  cause  was  heard  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  and  judgment  rendered 
in  his  favor.  Upon  appeal,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  confirmed  the 
decision,  December  4,  1882. 

Congress,  by  Act  of  March  3,  1883,  appropriated  the  sum  of  $150,000  for  the 
purchase  of  the  property.  On  March  31,  1883,  G.  W.  C.  Lee  conveyed  title  to  the 
United  States. 

For  half  a  century  or  more,  one  wing  of  the  house  was  in  use  as  offices  for 
the  cemetery,  the  other  rooms  standing  vacant  and  forlorn. 

By  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  4,  1925,  the  Secretary  of  War  was  em¬ 
powered  to  undertake  the  restoration  of  Arlington  1  louse  to  the  condition  in  which 
it  existed  prior  to  the  Civil  War,  and  to  procure  for  it  when  possible  furniture 
known  to  have  been  in  the  mansion,  or  replicas  of  that  furniture,  or  other  pieces 
of  a  style  suitable  to  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

When,  in  1929,  the  Quartermaster  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army  began 
the  work  of  rehabilitation,  the  structure  was  in  an  alarming  condition  of  decay. 
Foundations  had  settled,  brickwork  was  crumbling,  beams  and  joists  were  giving 
way,  floors  and  ceilings  were  unsafe.  With  the  greatest  care,  all  has  been  restored 
to  strength  and  beauty.  Through  concealed  outlets,  heat  is  provided  from  a  plant 
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FAMILY  PARLOR  AND  DINING  ROOM. 

Under  center  arch  Miss  Custis  was  married  to  Lieut.  Lee. 
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outside  the  building.  An  invisible  automatic  fire  alarm  system  has  also  been  in¬ 
stalled.  Equal  pains  have  been  bestowed  on  the  two  cottages  which  were  the  house- 
servants  quarters  -  the  cabins  of  the  field  hands  standing  on  the  arable  land  near 
the  river,  where  the  farm  buildings  were  located.  This  land  is  now  used  for  an  Ex¬ 
periment  Station  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Mrs.  Custis  flower  garden  occupied  a  large  plot  south  of  the  house.  At  the 
north,  was  the  kitchen  garden.  Plans  to  restore  them  are  under  way. 

'  Surrounded  by  the  soldier  dead,  the  Custis  burial  plot,  enclosed  in  an  iron 
fence,  is  reached  from  Doubleday  Walk.  Here  lie  George  Washington  Parke  Custis 
and  Alary  hitzhugh,  his  wife. 

fo  the  noitli  of  the  mansion,  down  Custis  Walk,  is  another  grave,  that  of 
Airs.  Mary  Randolph.  Born  Randolph,  and  married  to  David  Meade  Randolph, 
first  U.  S.  Marshal  of  Virginia,  she  was  a  cousin  of  Robert  E.  Lee  and  a  second 
cousin  of  his  wife.  She  compiled  a  cookbook  famous  in  its  day,  “The  .Virginia 

Housewife”.  Always  an  intimate  at  Arlington,  and  a  lover  of  its  beauties,  she 
was  buried  here  in  1828. 


At  a  little  distance  among  the  trees  beyond  the  ravine,  stood  the  brick 
stable,  ornamented  with  a  portico  of  columns  like  those  of  the  house.  The  original 
structure  having  been  destroyed  by  fire,  a  similar  building  replaces  it,  contain¬ 
ing  the  offices  of  the  cemetery. 

Structural  repairs  being  now  completed,  the  Quartermaster  Corps  is  proceed¬ 
ing  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  discrimination  in  its  task  of  refurnishing  the 
mansion.  Of  the  present  contents,  part  has  been  bought  with  government  funds, 
part  presented  by  patriotic  societies,  and  part  by  equally  patriotic  private  indivi¬ 
duals.  ihe  aim  of  the  restorers  is  to  present  Arlington  House  as  a  home,  not  as  a 
museum.  In  the  future,  it  is  hoped,  articles  associated  with  the  Custis  and  Lee 
families  will  be  recov 
the  generosity  of  those 
interested  in  the  res- 
storation.  The  rehab¬ 
ilitation  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  Arlington  House 
should  concern  us  all', 
since  this  home  of  the 
foster  son  of  the  First 
American  was  so  long 
the  treasury  not  only 
of  the  Washington  rel¬ 
ics  but  of  the  Washing¬ 
ton  tradition.

MAIN  HALL 


The  entrance  lobby  at  the  west  doorway  was  decorated  by  Mr.  Custis  with  a 
fresco  of  hunting  scenes.  Except  for  slight  repairs  to  cracks,  they  are  exactly  as  he 
painted  them. 

In  the  center  of  the  hall  hangs  a  reproduction  of  the  iron  lantern  presented  by 
Admiral  Vernon  to  his  officer  Lawrence  Washington,  the  builder  of  Mount  Vernon. 
The  original,  long  hung  in  Arlington,  has  been  returned  to  Mount  Vernon,  whose 
Board  of  Regents  has  kindly  permitted  a  facsimile. 

General  Washington  at  Yorktown  is  a  copy  of  the  painting  by  G.  W.  P. 
Custis  which  he  considered  his  masterpiece.  The  original  has  hung  for  many  years 
in  the  City  Hall,  Alexandria,  Virginia.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Mayor  and  Council 
for  permitting  this  copy  by  Hattie  E.  Burdette.

During  his  painting  fervor,  this  room  was  used  by  Mr.  Custis  as  a  studio  and 
filled  with  his  historical  canvasses.  When  the  restoration  of  the  house  was  under¬ 
taken,  the  mantelpieces  in  this  parlor,  of  a  type  very  common  in  the  midcentury, 
and  the  small  fireplaces  with  coal  burning  grates  were  found  to  be  modern 
improvements.  The  fireplaces  have  been  restored  to  their  first  proportions. 
The  mantels  installed  are  of  a  style  suitable  to  the  early  nineteenth  century,  and 
of  a  size  to  fit  the  marks  of  the  originals  still  discernible  on  the  chimney-breasts. 

Over  the  mantels  hang  George  arid  Martha  Washington,  copies  of  the  por¬ 
traits  which  came  to  Arlington  by  legacy  from  Mrs.  Washington,  and  which  are 
now  in  possession  of  Washington  and  Lee  University,  Lexington  , Virginia. 

George  Washington  as  a  Colonel  of  the  Virginia  Militia  was  painted  at  Mount 
Vernon,  in  1772,. by  Charles  Willson  Peale.  The  copy  is  the  gift  of  the  General 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  April  30,  1932.  Hattie  E.  Burdette,  copyist. 

The  companion  picture  by  John  Woolaston,  was  done  about  1757  of  Mrs. 
Daniel  Parke  Custis ,  before  her  marriage  to  Washington.  The  copy  was  presented 
by  the  National  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  October  26, 
1931.  Mathilde  Mueden  Leisenring,  copyist. 

On  the  west  wall,  hangs  a  copy  of  Charles  Willson  Peale’s  portrait  of  Lafayette , 
formerly  part  of  the  Arlington  collection,  and  now  the  property  of  Washington  and 
Lee  University.  Presented  by  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  April  30,  1932.  Hattie 
E.  Burdette,  copyist. 

The  War  Department  and  the  thousands  of  visitors  enjoying  Arlington  are 
deeply  indebted  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  who  have  so  generously  consented  to  the  reproduction  of  their  treasured 
portraits. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  west  door,  hangs  “Light  Horse  Harry” — Major  Gen¬ 
eral  Henry  Lee ,  of  the  Revolutionary  Army,  the  father  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee. 
A  copy  by  Benjamin  West  of  the  Gilbert  Stuart  portrait,  is  in  the  possession  of 
Dr.  George  Bolling  Lee  of  New  York  City,  who  has  kindly  permitted  its  repro¬ 
duction.  Presented  by  the  General  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  April 
30,  1932.  Maurice  Hartmann  of  New  York  City,  copyist. 

Between  the  north  doors  (visible  from  side  hail  or  dining-room)  hangs  what 
is  believed  to  be  an  authentic  Custis,  W ashington  at  Valley  Forge.  That  Mr.  Custis 
painted  such  a  scene  is  known.  While  the  history  of  this  canvas  cannot  be  perfectly 
traced,  it  has  long  been  ascribed  to  him. 
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Between  the  windows,  hangs  a  delicate  water  color,  by  J.  B.  Lossing,  of  Arling¬ 
ton  House  in  1853;  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Moses  B.  Hasting,  Lancaster,  New  Hampshire.

1  his  room  was  used  for  formal  entertainment.  I  he  dining  table,  in  two  pieces, 
is  a  line  example  of  the  work  of  Duncan  Phyfe.  Once  the  property  of  John 
Randolph  of  Roanoke,  it  has  been  loaned  to  Arlington  by  the  present  owner,  Mr. 
D.  fuckei  Biown  of  Alexandria,  Virginia.  I  he  chairs  are  reproductions  of  a 
Sheraton  set  inherited  by  Mr.  Custis  from  his  grandmother,  Mrs.  Washington,  the 
originals  being  in  the  National  Museum.

OFFICE  AND  STUDY 

Passing  through  the  conservatory, 
known  in  the  old  days  as  the  camellia 
house,  the  visitor  comes  to  the  study, 
a  long  narrow  room  occupying  the 
south  end  of  the  building.  Here  Mr. 
Custis  and  later  his  son-in-law  con¬ 
ducted  the  business  of  the  estate.  Here 
stood  the  desk  upon  which  General 
Lee  is  supposed  to  have  written  his 
resignation  from  the  United  States 
Army.  The  present  desk  with  sloping 
top  is  a  memento  of  General  Lee,  hav¬ 
ing  been  used  by  him  during  the  years 
1848-1852,  when,  as  Captain,  Corps  of 
Engineers,  U.  S.  A.,  he  superintended 
the  construction  of  I’ ort  C  arroll,  Mary¬ 
land.  I  he  piece  remained  in  the  En- 
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gineer  Office  in  Baltimore,  until  in  1913  it  was  presented  to  Arlington.  The 
secretary  bookcase  is  a  gift  from  Lt.  Colonel  Edgar  Whiting,  0.  S.  A.,  in  memoiy  of 
his  uncle,  Captain  Edgar  Mason,  C.  S.  A.,  a  descendant  of  George  Mason  of  ( mnston 
Hall,  Virginia,  where  it  formerly  belonged.  Another  association  piece  is  the  travel¬ 
ling  chess  set  used  by  General  Lee.  It  passed  from  his  son,  W .  H.  F.  Lee,  to  Dr.  A.  L. 
Koones  of  Washington,  1).  C.,  whose  nephew,  Air.  Samuel  S.  Koones,  presented 
it  to  Arlington.  Still  another  article  of  interest  is  a  small  square  table  or  candle 
stand,  acquired  from  Mrs.  Ada  I  hompson  of  Green  Valley,  Virginia,  a  daughter 
of  Mrs.  Lee’s  personal  maid  and  seamstress,  Selina  Gray.  Upon  dismantling  her 
home  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War,  Mrs.  Lee  distributed  among  the  servants  various 
pieces  of  furniture  and  bric-a-brac,  this  candle-stand  going  to  Selina.

FAMILY  PARLOR 

On  the  north  side  of  the  main 
hall,  the  space  corresponding  to  the 
state  drawing-room  on  the  south  is 
divided  by  arches  into  two  rooms 
serving  as  the  family  parlor  and  din¬ 
ing-room.  The  twin  mantels  of  Car¬ 
rara  marble  are  believed  to  have  been 
ordered  by  Mr.  Custis  from  Italy. 
"Llie  portrait  over  the  parlor  mantel 
is  a  likeness  of  his  favorite  sister, 
Eleanor  Parke  Custis ,  (better  known 
as  Nellie)  reared  with  him  at  Mount 
Vernon,  and  the  pet  and  pride  of  her 
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guardian,  General  Washington.  On  Nellie’s  marriage  to  Lawrence  Lewis,  son  of 
Washington’s  only  sister,  the  young  couple  was  hansdomely  endowed  with  one  of 
the  Washington  plantations.  Here,  a  mile  or  so  south  of  Mount  Vernon,  at  about 
the  time  Arlington  was  building,  the  Lewises  erected  Woodlawn.  A  facsimile 
by  E.  Fischer  of  the  Stuart  portrait  of  Airs.  Lewis  was  one  of  the  most  cherished 
possessions  of  Mr.  Gust  is.  Airs.  Hanson  E.  Ely,  Jr.,  and  Airs.  Hunter  deButts,  his 
descendants,  the  present  owners  of  the  Fischer  canvas,  having  graciously  per¬ 
mitted  a  copy  for  Arlington,  it  was  executed  by  Walter  Gilman  Page.  Presented 
by  the  General  Court  of  the  Order  of  Founders  and  Patriots,  April  30,  1932.

The  Queen  rewarded  the  gallant  messenger 
with  a  miniature  of  herself,  set  in  diamonds,  which  is  shown  in  the  portrait 
by  Sir  Godfrey  Knellcr.
